Judge Arthur H. Chetlain decided yester- 
Gay that Willie Counselman had practiced 
fraud on the court when he procured a di- 
vorce from his wife, Lulu M. Counselman, 
last fall, knowing ber to be insane. and sen- 
tenced him to serve three months in the 
county jail for contempt of court. 

Counselman was in court when the sen- 
tence was imposed, but refused to discuss 
the case, His lawyer, Charles N. Brbstein, 
Geclared that he would appeal, and he hopes 
to keep Mr. Counselman out of jail pending 
the decision of the higher courts. In cases 
of sriminal contempt such as this the de- 
fendant must go to the Appellate court on a 
writ of error, and ft rests entirely In the 
discretion of the upper court to say whether 
he may have his liberty pending its decision. 
Judge Chetiain will enter the formal order 
sentencing Counselman on Tuesday; and 
at that time Attorney Erbstein expects te

Always bring great riches, ‘This is the age 
of gambling and men will take great chances 
to obtain money, even to the risk of a good 
name. Wealth covers a multitude of sins, 
and men often risk a good name for riches. 
A man who makes his pile is held up as a 
pattern, no matter how it is made. 

There is another side to this, and it is the 
more serious bécause it concerns religion. 
If men are not honest in their religious be- 
liefs and in keeping thefr vows and promises, 
what is to be expected of men who make no 
profession? Let me give some illustrations 
from my own experience. I was brought up 
under religious influences of the strictest 
kind. My father’s home was used as a meet- 
ing place for years. He set apart one room 
for religious services, entertained bishops, 
elders, and ministers, and this. was my child- 
hood training.

This action was the Fesult of eon Uebe 
concluded today between Cheirman Knapp 
of the interstate commerce commission and 

managers representing various trunk 
lines. Two days ago an agreement for the 
withdrawal of increased rates was’ made 
with eastern traffic managers, and today a 
similar agreement was made with those of 
2 middte and far west. 

The result ot the action taken will be to ex- 
‘pedite a settlement of the question as to 
whether the increased rates are just and rea- 
sonable and can be collected by the roads. 
The commigsion will proceed at once to in- 
vestigate the reasonableness of the proposed 
rates, and they will be en by the rail- 
roads in, this work. 

Had the roads stood upon thetr rights and 
compelled the commission'to proceed In strict 
accordance with the law considerable trouble 
and delay would have resulted. Therailroads 


realize that the policy they have adopted is 


the only sane one to pursue. 


About 15,000 Schedules Submitted. 

Something like 15,000 schedules, compris- 
ing nearly half a million rates, have been 
submitted to the commission, It is an im- 
possibility to pass upon every one of these 
rates within the ten months prescribed by 
law. The railroads appreciate that if the 
commission were to suspend an increased 
rate filed by one and overlook the same in- 
crease proposed by another the effect would 
be to unsettle the transportation business. 
In the interest of harmony and of future co- 
operation it was deemed advisable to act to- 
gether in withdrawing the increase in rates 
and assist the commission in its invéstiga- 


‘tion. 


The commission took an important step 
today toward securing public attention to 


and accurate information of all possible 


changes in railroad rates that hereafter may 
‘be filed. An order was issued to the effect 
that on and after Sept. 1, 1910, the roads, 
when filing tariffs, must indicate by the use 
of black face type or by the use of symbols 


‘with proper foot note explanations all 


changes in rates, fares, or changes which 


are increases over rates, fares, or charges 


formerly in effect and all changes in rules, 
regulations, or classification ratings whereby 
any rate, fare, or charge may be increased. 

: Must Explain the Effect, 

The direct effect of thie order will be for 
the road to indicate when it wishes to put in 
a new tariff exactly what eiTect this is going 
to have on the traffic that road carries. 
Heretofore the clerks of the commission have 
been forced to keep as good tab on new 
tariffs as they were able, but tariffs,came in 
80 fast and were so voluminous that it never 
was attempted to examine more than ¢ mails 
Percentage of the rates.

Auto Men Are Pleased. 


Automobile manufacturers are among the 
few industrialists who have not been heard 
to complain of business conditions in the last 
few months. In spite of many attacks di- 
rected against the automobile by bankers, 
railroad officials and others, the makers con- 
tinue to market their product without dim- 
cult 

For the entire United States the estimates 
place the production of automobiles in 1910 
at 210,000 cars, and for 1911 about 800,000, 
with an average value approximately of 


Expect Demand Will Continue, 

Outsiders say that the auto craze will die 
out in a year or two, like the bicycle fever; 
but those in the business assert that only 
the surface has been scratched and that the 
demand will become greater. The auto as 
a vehicle of commerce is growing in pop- 
ularity, and it seems probabie that within a 
few seasons the motor truck and delivery 
wagon will supersede the pleasure ear in 
point of income to manufacture. 

Although an enormous amount of money is 
being expended at home, the foreign coun- 
tries are purchasing a great many American 
machines, as shown by the ever increasing 

number exported, which in May this year 
showed @ total of 1.075 cars, valued at $1,700,- 
000, against 510 in the same month in 1909, 
with a value of $876,877 .

BIG, GAIN IN RESOURCES. 


Satisfactory Showing Applies to Ail 
Sections of Country. 


(BY A STAPF CORRESPON DENT.] 

Washington, D. C., July 22.—(Special. }— 
Treasury officials are highly gratified with 
the returns Mm reference to national banks, 
showing as they do the prosperous condition 
of the country. The total number of banks 
with national charters at the close of busi- 
ness on June 30 ſast, the date of the call of the 
controller of the currency, was 7,145, as 
against 6,955 at the close of the fiscal year 
ended June 80, 1900. Thus 200 new banks 
entered into - ot during the fiscal year. 

The capita} of all the banks rose from 
$047,726,775 in 1909 to 3989,88, 114 in 1910, 
showing an increase of $41,840,339. It is in- 
teresting to note that in 1900 there were 
8,617 nationa) banks, with a capitalization of 
$646,308,005. Thus in ten years the number 
of national banks has increased by 3,528 and 
the capitalization has augmented by §373,- 
259,019. 

Gross Resources Nine Billions, 

The gross resources of national banks. 
amounted to the tremendous sum of $9,806, - 
624,696. Their resources on June 23, 1909, 
were $424 892,084 less, Of the resources at 
the end of last fiscal year $5,430,160, 186 con- 
stituted loane and discounts, an increase over 
the preceding year of 8394, 278.670. There were 
due from national banks, not reserve agents, 
$386,920,952; from state banks and bankers, 
$154,833,761, and from approved reserve 
agents, 3000, 882, 100. The totab specie and legal 
tender notes in the banks amounted to 6820. 
772,892, which is $65,000,000 es than the 
amount in the banks. at the corresponding 
date last year, 

The national banks had on their books 
moneys due to other national banks amount- 
ing to $805,205,026; to state banks and bank 

ers, $445,818,808; to trust companies and sav- 
inge banks, $517,781,754, and to approved re- 
serve agents, $41,240,442. The individual de- 
posits amounted to $51,287,216,312, an increase 
over the preceding year of $285,630,616, or 
to put it another way à per capita increase 
of more than §4. The percentage of legal 
reserve to deposits was 21.22 per cent, while 
in the preceding year it was 22.37. The per- 
centage of deposits of cash on hand, redemp- 
tion fund, and due from reserve agents was 
2444, as against 27 for the year covered by 
prior report. 

Satisfactory Condition General. 

According to the controller the satisfactory 
condition is general and is not confined to 
any one particular section. The average 
net reserve held by national banks in cen- 
tral reserve cities—that is, New York, Chi- 
cago, and St. Lo as ample, and banks 
of outside reservé cities carried reserves in 
excesa of the requirement of 16 per cent 
fixed by the department, 
roller is now turning his attention 
rts of the condition of state bank- 
lations.
